One student found a 1931-s cent 
on the baseball field, between the 
first and second bases, of all 
places! This was fine until he de- 
cided to hold an impromptu auc- 
tion in the middle of my home- 
room during the lunch period. 
The room was built for twenty- 
five students, (according to the 
State Fire Marshal,) but can hold 
forty-two desks, (we are proving 
it,) and fifty-three tried to attend 
the auction. (Sorry, no record 
exists as to the price realized for 
the 31-s cent!) 


However, some of my students 
really are sold on the educational 
benefits of coin collecting. The 
other day a boy named Jerry in- 
quired if I wished to buy a 1957 
proof set for $2.10. When I in- 
formed him the market was up 
and I thought he should get at 
least $3.25 for it he was delighted. 


“Wonderful,” Jerry said. “I get 
my money back and can buy ten 
funny books with the profit.”

I think one of the most reward- 
ing aspects of coin collecting, in- 
sofar as teaching is concerned 
comes when a former student re- 
members that you tried to help 
him to gain new interests and 
broaden his horizons. To illus- 
trate, one of my boys sent me a 
carefully wrapped token last 
week. The bearer stated that

home from the county jail. It 
seems they use tokens instead of 
money to buy cigarettes etc. in 
jail. “Joe” remembered that I 
had encouraged him to look for 
old coins and “tokens” in his trav- 
els, You know, I treasure that 
numismatic souvenir for it serves 
as a constant reminder that my 
students do remember what I 
teach them.

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A Study In Values

Some time ago my attention was directed to something which

nth, Bs curious indeed. E. J. Arlow, Treasurer of the Royal Num- 


ismatic Society of New Zealand, wrote me a letter of enquiry. He 
stated that is was a strict rule among their clubs that there should 
be no discussion of coin values during meetings; that discussion of 
such kind had to take place after meetings. Specifically, he wanted 
to know what I thought about such a rule. As I happen to have 
membership in the Society, therefore I felt free to offer criticism. 

I informed him that such a rule struck me as being on the fool- 
ish side; that no club known to me in the United States or Canada 
did anything of the kind, and that it would be a source of grief 
should it be attempted. Further, I stated it to be my honest belief 
that any use of such a rule among us would surely result in a drastic 
curtailment of membership, possibly by as much as 50 per cent or 
more. And this being true, I therefore suggested that the rule be 
forgotten. 

To perhaps more than a few, such an incident may seem some- 
thing in the nature of a teapot tempest. Nevertheless, such is not 
exactly the case. New Zealand is English enough to feel that very 
much discussion of coin values is the reflection of a commercial atti- 
tude rather to be deplored. For this reason, and until recently, New 
Zealand’s coin magazine did not carry advertising. Evidence of fur- 
ther change is to be seen in the fact that I am now informed that 
the rule referred to is to be made the subject of discussion and prob- 
ably will be relegated to things of the past. 

Mr. Arlow mentioned another thing which also gives rise to 
thought. He wondered why it was that the Waitangi Crown should 
be unable to command a higher market price. There is no doubt that 
it should sell for more than it does. In this article I shall attempt to 
explain why I think this situation is true. And in trying to explain 
it, I shall consider the coin in connection with two others, one of them 
not at all well known and certainly anything but popular. 

At this particular time it so chances that the market value of a 
Waitangi Crown is almost exactly the same as the two other coins 
also to be discussed; namely the 1948 Canadian silver dollar and the 
gourde of Haiti. By odd coincidence, they have one thing in common; 


y have nothing at all in common and even the market price is 
ly a temporary thing. 

Struck in 1935 to commemorate the Silver Jubilee of King 
George V, the Waitangi Crown is represented by a very modest num- 
ber. A total of 1,128 coins were minted, and of this number, 364 
proofs were put out in sets. In theory at least, it should be practic- 
ally out of the question to purchase one of them for it is certainly 
clear that this small number could not go very far. Nevertheless, 
occasional specimens are offered for sale. 

Why are they not more popular? As might be supposed, the 
majority of them should have found homes in Great Britain and New 
Zealand and such is no doubt the case. Now, if New Zealand had put 
out anything like a series of crowns, then the Waitangi piece would 
not languish as it does since obviously enough it would be a required 
coin in a set of them. But as it is, being somewhat isolated, its sit- 
uation is not of the best. Further, coins that have at least some cir- 
culation history fare better in the long run than those put out strictly 
for collectors. It is this factor which has been a source of hurt to 
the United States commemoratives. 

There is a Russian folk saying that every duck praises his own 
marsh. In this particular instance, it looks as though the marsh is 
not nearly big enough. The collectors of any country, regardless of 
what it may be, naturally consider the coinage of their own country 
first and give thought to others on more or less of a secondary basis. 
And nearly all of them take into consideration coins that are popular 
enough to have a ready market value in the event the necessity of 
their being sold should arise. Again, if the Waitangi happened to be 
on a rapidly rising market, its situation would assuredly be different. 
In this case, scarcity does not help it as much as one might suppose. 
I may be wrong, but I believe that I have stated the case fairly. 


Let us now consider the 1948 Canadian silver dollar. Its number 
(18,780) should make it but a poor relation as compared to the 
Waitangi Crown. But as we are all aware, nothing could be further 
from the truth. In theory, and put on the basis of numbers; that is, 
as 18 to 1, the New Zealand coin would have a selling price of $1,260. 
ou say this is an absurdity and I well know that it is. It merely

If anything, the margin between the two coins is in 
favour of the Canadian piece. Of course, the situation is fluid and 
Subject to change. 
__ The 1948 Canadian dollar is in a vastly more advantageous pos- 
ition. To begin with, it belongs to a group which has a large and 
loyal following in both Canada and the United States. Its market 
margin of superiority is therefore tremendous. Probably as many 


@: the asking price of all three is about $70. But outside of this, 


as 10,000 collectors are in one way or another interested in the Can- 
adian dollars. Nor is the market merely confined to North America. 
Crown collectors in New Zealand, South Africa, Australia, and Eng- 
land have a decided interest in them, As one New Zealand example, 
Mr. Arlow has a complete dollar collection. He informed me some 
time ago that he paid $3 for his 1948 when it first came out. He 
would hardly do the same today. 

Most collectors look upon the 1948 as the heart of a dollar col- 
lection. Certainly enough, unless type collecting is resorted to, it is 
an absolutely required item. Personally, and though a trifle beside 
the point, I do not entirely agree because I belive that it shares hon- 
ours with the Pointed Seven. I believe this because the numerous 
enquiries that I have received, especially from abroad, are’far more 
frequently concerned with the Pointed Seven than with the 1948. 
This situation has come about because the 1948 has a known figure, 
a distinction which the Pointed Seven does not have. 

Canadian dollars are further helped by the fact that they do 
have some kind of a circulation history. Even a few of the 1948’s 
have a circulation history and the Totem Pole dollars enough of one 
to make them very well known. Further, Canadian dollars will con- 
tinue to be minted into an indefinite future, another factor that helps 
them. Also, every few years or so sees the putting out of a new 
commemorative, a thing to which all dollar collectors can look for- 
ward. The unlucky Waitangi Crown enjoys none of these several 
advantages. 

As for the gourde of Haiti, another crown, the situation that 
this coin is in is certainly an odd one. Before I knew better, I made 
the mistaken assumption that a fair example should cost no more 
than about $5. An enquiry letter which I sent to Lauren Benson, one 
of our best known dealers in foreign coins, brought me information 
of wholly unexpected kind. He explained that the market for gourdes 
was so erratic and uncertain as to make virtually no sense. In any 
event, I now know that gourdes are anything but in the easy to ob- 
tain category. 

Specifically, he informed me that he had no gourdes in stock 
nor did he intend to have any. He further stated that the catalogue 
value given the coins was one thing; their actual selling price quite 
another. And also, since calls for them are infrequent, he saw noth- 
ing to be gained by keeping something in stock for years on end. 
A little cursory investigation gave ample proof of all that I had 
been told. 

Actually, getting a gourde for $70 in beautiful condition would 
be a plain piece of luck because I later discovered that $100 would 
be a more likely price. Not only that, but they are rather miserable 
looking coins anyway, hardly items in the realm of beauty. My in- 
terest in gourdes declined rapidly and I understood why they were 
able to command so little of popular esteem. 

An enquiry letter that I wrote to Haiti’s Minister of Finance 
received no answer. But from what I know of their status, I am 
fairly well convinced that the gourdes have no following in their 
own country. In fact, I seriously doubt that you could find a corpor- 
al’s guard of collectors in the whole of Haiti. Generally speaking, 
they are coins of the forgotten past and almost their sole value rests 
on their historical significance and their association with Henri 
Christophe. The mintage figures of the coins mean little or nothing. 


But let us say that a collector went to great time and trouble 
to get an excellent example of a gourde. Would he then be a great 
deal better off? Hardly. It would make no difference that he pos- 
sessed something really and truly difficult to obtain. He would find 
it next to impossible to sell his acquisition to anybody, and if he did, 
quite probably at a figure well below his purchase price. The truth 
of the matter is that just about nobody cares a brass farthing about 
a gourde; not even a good one. 


Lacking proof to the contrary, we must assume that the great 
majority of the gourdes now belong to the realm of things that were. 
Mintage figures of the coins were low, they failed to attract interest, 
and their status finally developed into the one that has been de- 
scribed. No one imagines that the gourde will ever have popularity 
of any kind. 

Of the three coins that have been briefly sketched, the Canadian 
dollar now enjoys present priority and its value will continue to in- 
crease until it reaches the point where the average collector is no 
longer interested because of unwillingness to pay the asking price. 
And its price will then stabilize at whatever price the majority see 
fit to pay. And although the Waitangi will also continue to increase 
in price, it will do so at a slower rate and eventually reach the same 
point. What will happen to the gourde is your guess as well as mine. 
It would seem that it is already in the stability stage, and if true, 
its price will be static for a long time to come. 


At least a few collectors utterly ignore the price of a coin and 
may concern themselves almost wholly with the factor of its beauty. 
If it is beautiful, then they are not interested, regardless of price. 
Still others, and they are numerous, make value and its possible in- 
crease almost the whole consideration. To those who are of this per- 
suasion, coins that are largely static in value, such as the classical, 
offer little temptation.

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. THIS IS ONE REASON FOR SOME OLD RARITIES 


If you’re in Washington, D.C. near the 115 foot smokestack of 
the Bureau of Engraving building and see smoke they’re burning 
money. 

It’s not as exciting as you might think to the two man team 
who get the fire going and another employee wheels carts filled with 
the wonderful soiled, mutilated bills not fit for circulation to the 
furnaces for distribution to the four winds. All three men lob hand 
fulls and armloads of bundled currency in the fire. Should you be a 
visitor and see a few stray bills miss the furnace and fulter on the 
floor don’t get excited, you could’nt use them anyway. They were 
perforated canceled and split in halves. 

When is a piece of money ready to be replaced? There ‘s no 
rigid test, local custom is important. For instance in the South the 
bills are more worn and limp than those coming from the East. This 
means only the South are more willing to use creased or limp bills 
an Official said. 

Before old money is burned it is counted several times in a 
commercial bank and in the Federal Reserve Bank and at least once 
by the Treasury. Only women are hired by the Treasury for the job 
of counting and sorting because the work is believed to be too mon- 
onous to men.

This is the Treasury’s guidelines for determining currency fit- 
4“ hess for circulation: It must be fairly clean, so that its class, denom- 
ination and genuineness can be determined without difficulty. It 
should not’ be badly soiled as to offend or be torn, perforated or 
otherwise mutilated.

Coinage of this denom- 
ination is not now contemplated inasmuch as the stocks on hand are 
adequate to supply the demand. The Government does not sell silver 
dollars. 

The Treasury Department does not distribute stamps. All inquiries 
relative thereto should be addressed to the Postmaster General, Post 
Office Department, Washington 25, D.C. 


All inquiries relative to paper currency should be addressed to the 
Office of the Director, Bureau of Engraving and Printing, Treasury 
Department, aWshington 25, D.C. 

No coin boards or other numismatic supplies, or books showing the 
premium value of coins, are sold by the Government. Neither is it 
the policy of the Treasury Department to recommend dealers to 
whom coins could be sold. 

The booklet entitled “‘Domestic Coin manufactured by Mints of the 
United States Since Organization to Include the Year 1958” is sold 
by the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, 
Washington 25, D.C., for 20 cents a copy. Tables show gold, silver 
and minor coinage (including commemorative) by years, Mints and 
denominations. There is also information on authority for the coin- 
age, by class and denomination, with standard weight and fineness 
indicated. The Annual Report of the Diretcor of the Mint, which con- 
tains additional statistics, may also be purchased from the same 
source for 50 cents for the paper bound edition. 


MONTREAL EXHIBITION, APRIL 23 


Attendance in excess of 2,000 highlighted the success of a public 
exhibition from members’ collections jointly sponsored by Montreal’s 
two principal numismatic bodies to open National Coin Week, 1960, 
on Saturday, April 23. Six hours’ displays were set up at the Salon 
St. Laurent of the Queen Elizabeth Hotel by members and friends 
of the Montreal Coin Club and l’Association des Numismates de 
Montreal, representing the two major language groups of the city. 
Public interest was spurred by three 1921 50-cent pieces and com- 
plete decimal sequences in superb preservation, but the numismatic 
student found considerable material of intense historical interest 
as well. 

Exhibited through the co-operation of Canada’s senior bank, the 
Bank of Montreal, were the copper plates from which a number of 
the nation’s first bank notes were printed (1817-22). Considerable of 
the Bank’s early material, tokens and paper money, was on display. 
A second institutional participant, Canadian Bank Note Company, 
Limited, offered printer’s proofs of its work (including material 
bearing the “American Bank Note, Ottawa” imprint), the most spec- 
tacular item being an obverse proof of a $50,000 Dominion of Canada 
“bank special” note, of which all outstanding specimens have been 
redeemed and destroyed. An obverse proof of the 1924 Dominion of 
Canada 25-cent fractional, without serial numbers, aroused consid- 
erable comment. 

Displays were judged competitively by a three-man committee 
headed by Montreal Coin Club president Boris de Kochendoerffer and 
including S.H. Miller, 1958 “Coin Day” chairman, and Donald Angus, 
Antiquarian and Numismatic Society guest. First award, and the 
Walter Macklin Award (a placque for annual competition) went to 
B.“Sonny” Lewis, for “superb Canadian decimal material, beautifully 
presented”, while second- and third-place ribbons went to Jack Lup- 
ovitch, Jr., Montreal Coin Club past-president, and Eddy Echenberg, 
Sherbrooke Coin Club president, respectively. Souvenir medals, re- 
producing the clubs’ historic insignia in anodized aluminum, were 
struck: specimens are available from the executive at 75¢ as are 
copies of a souvenir “Canadian Numismatic Digest”, containing 
forty articles of numismatic interest, at $1. The entire event was 
intended as an educational rather than a money-making venture, 
but a small profit had accrued by the end of the busy afternoon.

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THE RED BOOK 
14th EDITION GUIDE BOOKS READY 


The publication of each new edition of the GUIDE BOOK OF U.S. 
COINS by R. S. Yeoman is always an anxiously awaited event and 
this year has been no exception. Coin collectors, coin dealers and 
hobby jobbers throughout the country have all been anticipating the 
release of the “Red Book” for weeks. Nearly every collector in the 
country has come to rely on the “Red Book” as an accurate and com- 
pletely up-to-date source of information about United States coins 
as a guide to their values to enable him to make intelligent purchases 
for his collection. In publishing the book annually we have been able 
to give the collectors and dealers a pricing guide that no other pub- 
lisher has been able to duplicate. 

Fortunately, production is right on schedule and the books are 
already being packaged for shipment on June 20, the traditional pub- 
lication date. Hundreds of orders totalling thousands of books are 
carefully being processed right now so that all of our jobber outlets 
will receive shipments at the same time. 

Advance scheduling had to be started in February of this year 
in order to meet our June deadline. In the months that followed 
everything entailed in the production of the book had to fall into 
place with precision-like accuracy from the very first day of plan- 
ning until the books are actually delivered to your stores. The first 
step was to reserve a high speed press for the anticipated month- 
long printing run. Then the proper amount of paper and ink had to 
be ordered sufficiently in advance so that these enormous quantities 
could be produced and delivered by the manufacturer. Determining 
the proper size of each sheet of paper used in printing the GUIDE 
BOOKS is a very important step. In the normal production of a book 
of this size several sixteen or thirty-two page forms would ordinarily 
be run on a small size press, resulting in a book that would cost 
many times the price that our book sells. for. 

One of the ways that we have been able to keep the price of the 
Red Book the same each year despite rising costs in labor and pro- 
duction is the unique way in which the book is printed. An extremely 
large press is used and sixty-four pages are printed at one time on 
each sheet of paper. Then the sheet is “backed up” with another 
sixty-four pages for a total of 128 different pages on this enormous 
sheet. In this manner the whole book is printed on only two sheets 
of paper. An ever-increasing number of copies printed each year 
has also been a big help in keeping the cost at its present amazingly 
low price. 

Our special soil resistant cover stock is milled especially for 
Whitman and has to be ordered by the yard (or perhaps by the mile) 
and then cut and stamped on the gold embossing machine with e- 
nough gold foil to make any coin collector sit up and take notice. 
The covers are then fashioned into what we call ‘“‘cases” just in time 
to be bound with the inside of the books which by now have been 
printed, folded, sewed and trimmed to the correct size. In each de- 
partment the most modern and efficient equipment is used to assure 
that production costs will be kept to an absolute minumum through- 
out every operation. Another important time factor is our constant 
quality control. 

Of course before the book ever goes to press many weeks of ted- 
ious work are involved in preparing the copy so that it can be set 
into type. Everything must be proofread and checked not once but 
several times all along the way. Electrotype printing plates must 
then be made from the type forms and just “laying out” the four 
sixty-four page printing forms takes an expert “stone man” several 
days. 

Getting the prices assembled into workable order takes a good 
month after all of the suggested price changes have been submitted 
from our panel of contributors. Glenn Smedley is the man in charge 
of this department. His job is to average out and tabulate a night- 
mare-full of prices and enter these figures on a master sheet to be 
used in the new edition of the book. This year the final work on the 
prices was done at a secret rendezvous completely free from inter- 
ruptions and was finished in record time. The completed copy then 
goes directly to the typesetter and is always carefully guarded so 
that not a single price is ever known outside of this office until the 
books are finished and delivered. Even the panel of contributors who 
have submitted the prices can never know what the final results will 
be after their estimates are averaged together with all of the other 
prices. In this manner the prices in the GUIDE BOOK each year are 
a true reflection of the current market value of the coins. 

Will this year’s book be any different than the previous editions? 
Yes! Just wait until you see all of the improvements. Of course the 
basic purpose of the book is to list the current market value of all 
United States coins—this is the part that collectors throughout the 
country are so anxiously awaiting. Aside from this, however, we 
have accepted a responsibility in making the book technically correct 
in every detail so that it can also be used as a standard reference 
book on United States coins.

RARE CANADIAN $20. BILL 





Now that a start has been made in cataloguing the many and 
diverse issues of Canada’s “chartered banks’, a number of exceed- 
ingly rare bills are likely to receive widespread publicity as the high- 
ly desirable items that they are. These will be bills of short-lived 
Canadian banks, or notes issued while an institution’s circulation 
rights were small. The prize instance, to the minds of collectors of 
Canadian currency of the past forty years, would relate to Barclays 
Bank (Canada), fairly familiar in its $5 and $10 small-format val- 
ues, dated 1935, but unbelievably scarce in its initial three values, 
the large-size $5, $10, and $20 of September 3, 1929. The note, in a 
pleasing blue tint, depicts an allegorical female, studying a globe: 
the blue reverse illustrates the Bank’s head office, still to be seen on 
Montreal's St. James Street, but now a branch of the Imperial Bank 
of Canada, which absorbed Barclays Bank (Canada) several years 
back. The $20 is scarce as to have been overlooked in leading coun- 
terfeit detectors: perhaps no more than five to ten copies exist, 
though the few sales known have been limited to the $150 - $175 
range. The note never before has been illustrated in a numismatic 
periodical, and is from the author’s reference collection: the serial 
number, 1255 (“C” prefix alludes to $20 denomination) is one of the 
higher ones known.

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Counterfeits and Mutilations 


Counterfeited and mutilated 
coins have been a prolific source 
of trouble from the time that 
coins were first put to use. True 
enough; counterfeited coins are 
no longer any great problem. This 
does not mean that the human 
race has become more virtuous in 
this respect; it only means that 
it is now more profitable to make 
imitations of paper money good 
enough to get into circulation. 
Only the small time rogues both- 
er themselves with the trouble- 
some business of making spuri- 
es : ous coins. Of course, I am not re- 
Pn bl eo Se ae Sferring to coins altered to make 

1877 Indian Cent them pass for rarities. 

Practically nobody today, with the exception of a few numisma- 
tists and coin collectors, gives a second thought to the milled edges 
that are now universally in use for most pieces. Possibly the milled 
edge no longer meets any serious need although it certainly did in 
times past. The problem presented by “clipping” gave our mediaeval 
ancestors more trouble than is now easy for us to imagine. And it 
was the adoption of the milled edge which put an end to the practice. 

Clipping was common for both gold and silver coins and rendered 
lareg numbers of them unfit for circulation. Who of today would 
trouble himself to pare away metal from the edges of coins? It was 
also a common ersugh thing to “sweat” coins if they were gold. 
Coins subjected to this treatment were put together in a leather bag 
and were shaken about until enough gold wore off by abrasion to 
make the operation one of profit. Treated this way often enough, such 
coins soon reached the point where they were not accepted. It has 
always been an objection to gold coins that they do not wear too 
well even when they are treated with at least some degree of care. 

Our ancestors punished people who tried to profit by coins in 

illegal ways by methods so barbarous as to make us wonder if ideas 
of mercy ever occurred to them. Caught the first time, off came one 
“f your hands. A second time, off came the other one and the wretch 
was reduced to begging for the remainder of his life. And mind you, 
this punishment could be considered merciful. I think it will be 
granted that being boiled in oil would be a great deal worse, espec- 
ially since the oil was heated by slow degrees. And of course, being 
burned at the stake. And yet, despite these horrible punishments, it 
proved almost impossible to keep people from tampering with the 
coinage. Why? A look at the nature of the times will show a good 
number of reasons. 

Rome left little enough of gold and silver to mediaeval Europe 
for the great bulk of these metals had long before been drained away 
intrade to the Orient. In the earlier part of the Dark Ages, lack of 
the precious metals was not keenly felt because there was practically 
no business activity. Barter was commonly used for all common 
transactions as a method of exchange and the manor of every lord 
was practically self sufficient. But the Crusades brought a gradual 
change in the social order. For one thing, the power and use of mon- 
ey was discovered. But alas, little of such was to be had and mining 
for some time was practically a forgotten art. 

Despite the small European population of the time, had all the 
gold and silver been equally divided, there would scarcely have been 
as much as a Shilling for each person. Suffices it to say that many 
peasants lived and died without using as much as a single piece of 
money. And with the supply of money so small, the purchasing pow- 
er which it represented, or rather came to represent, became tre- 
mendous. And this being kept in mind, it is easy enough to see why 
anything so valuable was a constant temptation to theft. 

With the rise of the merchant class, money became more and 
more of a necessity, and the armed knights less and less of one. The 
European rulers and the merchants found that they had a great deal 
in common and the former brought pressure to bear on their unruly 
lords. But still, there was forever the problem of not enough money. 
Need we then wonder that it was so frequently debased in order to 
increase the amount? As always, a great many did not take kindly 
to the cheapened currency. Nevertheless, until the bringing in of the 
New World gold and silver, the situation continued and could have 
grown no better. In fact, it would have grown worse. We can now 

ee why the alchemists managed to fascinate so many people. 

Alchemy attracted the usual number of humbugs although many 
in the field were absolutely sincere. And we know today that platin- 
um can be changed into gold, though hardly with any profit. The 
Spaniards who found platinum in Colombia knew so little of the 
metal as to think it worthless. And oddly enough, platinum was ac- 
tually used to adulterate the precious metals, a thing which now 
makes all of us smile. Later on, both Colombia and Russia tried to 
use platinum for money.

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Strictly speaking, any currency used by a nation as legal ten- 
der has ownership vested in the government which puts it out, a 
thing which many people forget or do not wish to remember. This 
being the case, all nations provide penalties for those who wilfully 
mutilate the currency. 

Looked at in this light, I have somethimes wondered about the 
exact status of such coins as our trade dollars which have on them 
the chop marks of the Chinese. The coins not being ours, we can in 
no way object. Since such pieces may be looked upon as internation- 
al money, therefore they would come under international law. How- 
ever, law of this kind does not cover coins; at least, not as far as I 
am aware. It has always been my belief that the chop marks really 
represent the picking up of a little free silver rather than testing 
to see whether or not the coins have value of satisfactory’ kind. Pos- 
sibly I am mistaken in the matter. 

Very probably the omst ambitious counterfeiting project cf all 
time centres about the one that was set up by Nazi Germany. Cast- 
ing about for some sort of scheme to help bring the English to reas- 
on, economic advisors of Hitler apparently advised Der Fuhrer that 
counterfeiting the notes of England would be an excellent means 
whereby the tight little island could be brought to financial chaos 
and therefore to ruin. Looked at superficially, it appeared that the 
plan would work, and even if it did not wholly succeed, at least be 
the source of trouble on a grand scale. 

Quite likely no major nation on earth ever lacks counterfeiting 
talent nor was Nazi Germany an exception. Astonished inmates of 
various German prisons found themselves suddenly released and 
rudely hustled into service with admonitions to do what they were 
told or else take the consequences. Reports on the situation that fin- 
ally got out declared that a few rogues from the United States were 
involved. What they were doing in Germany and how they got there 
was not explained and therefore I think we may be pardoned for 
doubt concerning this part of the story. But whatever may have been 
the case, we are told that the plan was put into execution. 

It is said of desperate diseases that they require desperate 
means of remedy, a thing that seems to apply in this instance. It 
needs no thought to see that the problem of getting the spurious 
currency into England and then putting it in circulation would be of 
itself a task of no small magnitude. One thing is apparent: that with 
perfectly executed counterfeits given them, German agents would be 
able to do a large business abroad. When she became aware of what 
was going on, England took the counterfeited notes out of circulation 
and replaced them with new ones of different design. 

An allegation that Germany also counterfeited United States 
notes is open to serious objections. Among other things, it was as- 
serted that the U.S.S.R. seized a fairly large amount of bogus United 
States currency. What she could possibly do with such money, even 
if she had it, is a thing difficult to imagine. 

One interesting instance of counterfeiting was brought to my 
attention through the kindness of Ted Hammer of Wichita. It in- 
volved a man in the Midwest and he decided, of all things, to coun- 
terfeit silver dollars, a thing that is rarely attempted. And he must 
heve been a genius of sorts because he really turned out some excel- 
lent coins. One mistake that he made was doing business in the 
wrong state; probably Montana would have been a better place. 

As might be expected, banks eventually took note of the fact 
that more silver dollars came within their purview than circum- 
stances could warrant. Coins that were examined seemed to be quite 
all right with the exception of one important item: they violated the 
tolerance limits and were too heavy. The situation that developed 
had in it a degree of humour. He got cought because he actually 
made better money, the silver content considered, than the pieces 
that were genuine. 

Nearly all cases of coin mutilation are nothing but plain vandal- 
ism and the why of it is a mystery to me as I suppose it must be to 
many others. Mutilation occurs on a fairly large scale as is evi- 
denced in the Mint Reports of Canada and of the United States. 
People who mutilate coins must be utterly brainless. Some instances 
involve what may be called technical mutilations. For example, I 
saw a cent piece some time ago which had the Masonic emblem exe- 
cuted on its obverse. Another cent that I have seen has the Lord’s 
Prayer on its reverse. Both were violations of law although neither 
would give offense to any reasonable person. 

Still another case involves Canada and the Canadian dollars. 
Joseph Oliva Patenaude, a citizen of Nelson, British Columbia, 
stamped his initials on quite a number of coins, possibly a 1,000 or 
more, and for some time gave them out in change from his jewellery 
shop. He was entirely innocent of the fact that he was technically 
guilty of violating the law. A good many of the people who received 
the coins have retained them as keepsakes. An enthusiastic propon- 
ent of silver dollars, Patenaude thought he could help their popular- 
ity in this manner. 

Yes, technically speaking, the coins are mutilated. Had any of 
them ever reached Ottawa, which I believe not to be the case, the 
law would have required their destruction. Some of them did get into 
circulation, but not many. Philip Spier, a Montreal coin dealer, in- 
forms me that one of them came into his possession several years 
ago and was sold to some person at the then current price. Outside 
of this one case, no instance is known to me of other JOP’s appear-

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Historian is Startled by ‘Salem Witch Penny’

“Pardon, sir,’’ the young man asked, “are you familiar with the 
Salem Witch Penny?” 

“I believe I am,” replied Edward Rowe Snow, as he squinted 
briefly at the glossy, time-blackened coin offered for his scrutiny. 

Another Try 

The young man tried again. 

“I am told it was minted in Salem in the year 1692, to rally 
public sympathy for the magistrates when the initial novelty of 
hanging witches began to wear thin.” 

“Very interesting,” said Mr. Snow, who had neglected to bring 
his glasses that day. 

The youth winced perceptibly; and shifted his weight to his 
other foot as he awaited the departure of the Marshfield marine 
historian’s weekly tour of Boston Harbor. The Sunday afternoon sun 
shone brightly on India Wharf, but the slender lad felt no warmth. 

Mr. Snow, afflicted with a tendency to far-sightedness, surrep- 
titiously attemped to maneuver the relic to a point where he could 
examine it carefully. Discovering that an arm’s length wasn’t far 
enough, he abandoned the effort. 

“It reminds me of the Pine Tree Shilling of 1652,” opined the 
Patriot Ledger’s authority on maiters colonial, returing the coin 
to its owner.” 

Desperation 

Mr. Snow was then informed that the coins had originally been 
struck as token pieces, but that they had soon found their way into 
use as currency. A tone of helpless desperation crept into the boy’s 
narrative: “There are very few of them left now,” he blurted, “and 
you seldom see so many words so clearly engraved on a colonial 
piece.” 

This bit of data was gracefully accepted by his companion, who 
appeared content that the matter should lapse. Many long minutes 
passed before the youth resolved to blast his way back into the is- 
sue with his trump card. 

“Did... you... notice,” he stumbled, “that the name of the 
magistrate on the coin... was... Snow?” 

r. Snow, who hadn't noticed this or any other striking pecu- 
liarity about the penny, decided that it was high time for a reap- 
praisal. 

With the limited assistance of borrowed eyeglasses, he discerned 
the inscription: Lord Chief Magistrate Edw. R. Snow.” Focusing on 
the stern features of the hanging judge sculpted on the coin he de- 
tected an unsettling resemblance to his own profile. 

Reversing the piece, Mr. Snow made out a tableau in which a 
divine hand protrudes from a bank of clouds to order a protesting 
witch from the area. Ringing this scene is the clarion challenge: 
“Salem Village will have Nay of Thee, Satan.” 

In this manner, an arduous union of art, artifice and alchemy 
was brought to the brink of failure before the dawn of final recog- 
nition. 

Like the Unicorn 
A product of the engraving tool of Thomas P. Curtis, 21, of Wash- 
ington, D.C., the “Salem Witch Penny” has about as much basis in 
fact as the unicorn. 

An enthusiastic and thorough scholar of Mr. Snow’s books, Cur- 
tis planned the coin as a simultaneous joke on the tribute for the 
South Shore story-teller.

The small Phila. cent has stimulated what usually is a mild 
summer in the coin business to a high pitched one. Everyone is talk- 
ing, buying and trading for these small pearls. 

Did you know that from 1909 to 1959 the dates are the same as 
the 1960 small, and the medium and large the first of its kind! 

Many have overlooked the scarcity of the medium date which is 
second only to the small P. A few dealers and collectors mentioned 
not to publish the medium date for reasons of confusion. 

I feel if the medium should be overlooked then so should 
the small date. The variety exists, there is no hiding from it. I did 
not hold back in May nor will I at any other time, my job is to re- 
port the news and happenings as it comes. 

I note reference has been made that the date was changed due 
to clogged numbers (filled die). I feel this is in error, as the infor- 
mation received from the mint stated the dates were engraved larger 
to strengthen it for better circulation wear. I have examined about 
1,000 small P’s and several thousand small D and didn’t find one 
with any kind of defect. Yet with the larger date a quantity of errors. 

Your editor has made a study and research of this variety since 
the middle of April, making inquiries, spot checking everything pos- 
sibly connected with the history and its future. I can not predict the 
future, but, I will report my findings to the best of my knowledge 
and offer my opinion for whatever it is worth. The following is the 
result of months of constant study and research. These figures are 
not to be considered official from the mint. The mint does not keep 
records of overdates, varieties, die breaks and what have you. Their 
concern is keeping the public supplied with coinage for their needs. 
The only records kept are the issue as a whole. This report is made 
in the interests of the hobby and to help ascertain any inquiries 
for the future. 

Our study reveals that the dies for 1960 were made sometime 
in Aug.-Sept. of 1959. The first date enlargement was engraved 
sometime during the 2nd-3rd week of Jan. 1960. This would be con- 
sidered as the medium date which is above. There is a definite var- 
iance in the spacing, note the 1-9 is closer in the large date and the 
960 are just touching in comparison to the wider spacing in the 
medium.

Adding the latest technical refinements each year probably does 
not seem like much of a job and undoubtedly the average reader over- 
looks most of these revisions, Nevertheless, it is nice to know that 
the books always do contain up-to-date changes and corrections 
whenever new information is brought to light by numismatic students, 

The new arrangement of the Colonial section will be of consid+¥ 
erable benefit to the collector of these coins. The Connecticut, New 
Jersey and Washington pieces have been completely revised and sev- 
eral new coins added. Our explanation of the 1943 copper cents will 
be of interest to everyone. Several new columns have been added 
throughout the book to show the prices of coins in conditions that 
have never been listed before. A very special new feature of this ed- 
ition is the starred notation that has been added beside the prices of 
coins that are of a speculative nature—especially the coins that have 
been selling at higher prices when in rolls than for individual spec- 
imens. 

The coinage figures in the commemorative half dollar section 
have been revised by Arlie Slabaugh and some new discoveries in the 
territorial gold section have been added. Many new pictures have 
been used to improve the illustrations throughout the book, but per- 
haps the most noticeable change in the book is the addition of three 
new sections listing the coins of Alaska, Hawaii and the Philippine 
Islands. 

All in all, we feel that it is the best edition ever.

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How To Form A New Coin Club 


(Continued from page 12, July issue) 


An alert membership will find the facts and recommend the needed 
pooks, Periodicals should not be overlooked. The library should be 
an important budgetary item for a young and growing club. A good 
librarian or library committee can draw up sensible, flexible rules 
to serve the members’ needs. 

How “parliamentary” should you get? There are good books 
on how to run a meeting,—but, let’s face it, the main thing is for 
everyone to have his say and the will of the meeting to be deter- 
mined and done, Addressing the chair, or really the meeting, rather 
than getting in a two-way exchange with a single member is only 
common courtesy, but making a fetish of “the amendment to the 
amendment” is not going to get things underway. 

Tradition, we find in education, can be a very good thing. How 
can a young club, education-minded, acquire traditions? The “First 
Annual Coin Show” at the Y or the school gym can set the pace. 
Create a “best in show’’ award, for yearly competition. Have a 
Spring Banquet or a Ladies’ Night or a door prize or a grading con- 
test, but give the members something to look forward to and some- 
thing to recall. Capitalize on the fine National Coin Week traditions. 
We can’t all win, many a club can have a good time in the attempt. 

Let your club be known (Now the publicity counts!) as a place 
to meet, to talk coins, to get acquainted. Plan your programmes, 
budget your minutes—but not so rigidly that the members need feel 
held back. Be flexible. Try for variety. But bear in mind that your 
main purposes are to promote numismatics both within and outside 
the fraternity—basically, to inform. A newsletter is a good idea, 
and can serve the double purpose of announcing meetings and of 
providing numismatic facts. Well produced, such a bulletin can be 
passed on to non-members and non-collectors, promoting the inter- 
ests of the club. Good ideas can be had by exchanging bulletins with 
other coin groups. Two of the best newsletters I have seen are 
Vintage and Mintage, put out by the Victoria (British Columbia) 
Numismatic Society and Milwaukee Numismatic News, by the Mil- 
waukee Numismatic Society. The Coiner, a modest spirit-stencil 
effort of the Woodstock (Ontario) Coin Club, is well worth a look 
to show what can be done despite a slim budget. Good editors are 
hard to find, but an ambitious co-ordinator can do much if the pres- 
ident, secretary, treasurer, exhibit chairman, librarian and guest 
speaker will do their part. A few dollars invested can add much to 
espirit de corps. 

Distinctive stationery will become worth considering, along with 
a club crest. Some organizations like lapel pins. To me, the A.N.A. 
lapel pin, attractive and unostentatious, is ideal, and I wear it to 
all meetings I attend. (It costs $1, and members can obtain it on 
application to the General Secretary.) Almost every club uses a 
crest on its annual membership card, and a competition for designs 
should appeal to members with an artistic flair. Many of the more 
interesting crests modify distinctive local medals or tokens. The 
Montreal Coin Club emblem, for example, reproduces one of Quebec’s 
early “bouquet sous.” 

You won’t be that ambitious at the start! But a nucleus of hard- 
working interested people, a well-run meeting, and good publicity 
can make a young coin club thrive. Typical growing pains include 
the move to a larger location, the fact that it becomes hard to know 
everyone on a first-name basis (‘“‘name tags” help!), and the basic 
fact that running a meeting with 100 people is a lot more trying 
than rapping the gavel for order with a dozen. The more members, 
the more scope for activity, but the problem will remain of getting 
each one to do his part 

Your club, as a non-profit educational organization, should be 
able to run on a modest budget, and membership dues should not, 
need not, be high. Rent for the meeting place may be a prime con- 
sideration. You may want to hold your Coin Show at the best loca- 
tion in town, but a routine meeting will function quite adequately 
at the Y, the Legion Hall, the Community Centre. The Montreal Coin 
Club meets at Boy Scout Headquarters, and its “thank you” takes 
the form of an annual cheque to the Boy Scouts’ campaign for funds, 
Dues are $3 a year, and the banquet is optional and extra. 

Security is a problem: a good move, early in the Club’s life, is 
to appoint a Sergeant-at-Arms. You may wish new members, unless 
sponsored, to supply references and, if so you will check them. No 
one really objects to such formalities in joining an organization, and 
they do add a measure of security. A locked display case is a wise 
investment, and you may wish to go further by insuring exhibits at 
meetings and public displays. 

There is much a coin club can do to enhance its position in the 
community and to add to the pleasure that fraternal affiliation can 
bring. Arrange for a panel of speakers, available with specified 
numismatic topics if invited to address other groups in the com- 
munity. Lend a hand if there is a coin club at the school. Offer the 
local newspaper assistance if it ever needs help with a numismatic 
query. Make yourselves known to the radio stations. It all pays off. 
You will find many who are genuinely interested, and who always 





wanted someone they could turn to with their coin questions. Wel- | EC 
come them. Brief them on grading and on coin holders, on the perils = 
of cleaning, on the many interesting numismatic series which they >) 
otherwise might be likely to overlook. You will welcome them as 9 > 


members, but I suspect you will be glad too, to have them as friends. <9

Book Review | 


A Guide Book of Canadian Coins, Currency and Tokens,” by 
H. C. Taylor and Somer James, Second Edition (1960-61), enlarged, ; 
illustrated throughout. Winnipeg, Manitoba: Canadian Numismatic 
Publishing Institute, 232 pages, wire bound, $1.75.

Mr. James, who is president of the International Coin Company, 
in submitting his new Guide Book for review obverses that “a ster- 
eotyped catalogue” is the last thing his firm has set out to produce. 
He envisions, rather, a new sort of annual book, building certainly 
upon a solid foundation in the proven and most documented of Can- 
adian numismatic areas, but offering, from year to year, selections

but its greatest numismatic service is provided when it turns its 
attention to an entirely new field. It looks to Canada’s bank curren- 
cies, thirteen decades of them. It but scratches the surface; in so 
doing however, it turns attention to the staggering task of listing 
the releases of some 98 Canadian banks of issue. The last word on , 

the subject will not be written for decades—if, indeed, ever—but the 

growing number who have come to appreciate the Canadian bank 

note, as distinct from the government or central bank release, will 

be delighted to hear that the task has been begun. 

More than fifty illustrations of Canadian chartered bank ur® a 
rency are provided in the second-edition Guide Book: the illustra-y 
tions are about evenly divided between the negotiable and the brok- 
en-bank types. Many are common bills, with modest price ranges, but 
so little is in print on this colourful material that the average reader 
may be reminded that such currency was still being issued in the 
1940’s; indeed, was Canada’s principal circulating medium prior to 
1935. Indexed are listings for twenty-six Canadian banks, and the 
eurrency section adds a pleasing variety of merchants’ and corporate 4 
notes. The errors are many, but they are errors of omission, and the 
rather full listing of banks and individuals issuing notes and scrip * 
is a welcome innovation in itself. Prices are realistic. The existence 
of this section should do much to spur interest in an important Can- 
adian numismatic field. 

The Dominion of Canada series, including fractionals, the Bank 
of Canada issues, and the various Newfoundland Government re- 
leases receive careful documentation. In all, 72 of 232 pages are de- 
voted to Canada’s monetary paper, from the playing cards to the 
“asterisks,” Series 1954! 

The remainder of the book deals with the coinage and the tok- ' 
ens. Here, too, illustrations are lavish, and a number of worthwhile : 
innovations are to be seen. Splendid photography pinpoints grading i 
standards, and there is addition of considerable supporting text. 
Exterior and interior shots of Royal Canadian Mint, Ottawa, would 
seem a most praiseworthy idea,—and a reminder of the splendid 
tours available, within walking distance of Parliament Hill. 


Much, indeed of the Guide Book merits praise. The new listings, 
being incomplete, will be above reproach neither to the paper mon- 3 
ey specialist or the token authority, but the realist will concede 
that a humble start had to be made. Both series offer much food for 
thought. The more traditional listings, the early tokens and the 
Canadian and Newfoundland decimal sequences, are well presented, 
and include some interesting varieties. Prices would seem to reflect 
current Canadian trends,—upward, with the accent ever on choice 
preservation and key coins. All in all, the second-edition Guide Book . 
represents a major step in the right direction, and packs between 
its bright blue covers a remarkable storehouse of Canadian numis- 
matic facts. One hopes that Mr. James and his young Canadian 
Numismatic Publishing Institute will be able to produce new books 
with such ambitious surprises in coming years. 

Over 1,350 illustrations in this Canadian-produced catalogue— # 
50% larger than last year’s—make it a sound buy indeed at $1.75, 
and the novel wire binding should prove popular in a book likely to 
get as much handling as this. (A special plastic cover, it is under- 
stood, will be available for an additional 35¢.)

And in the United States, 
they have so far been reported only in Washington. Since they have 
been picked up in Spokane, there is no reason to suppose that the 
same would not be true of Seattle. 

Their status is rather peculiar. No person has ever attempted 
to put a valuation of any kind on them and their possessors in Nel- 
son are little inclined to sell their specimens at any kind of price. 
No catalogue listing, for obvious reasons, will probably ever be given 
the coins.

LETTER OF CONFUSION 


Why is the letter V used for 
U in inscriptions on public build- 
ings, monuments and coins? 

Miss C. C. B. 

The use of “‘v” for “u” is a sur- 
vival of a custom that began 
when these two letters were 
merelydifferent forms of the same 
one. The earlier of the two forms 
was “v.” At first the letter ‘“u” 
was a rounded form of the letter 
“vy” and was in no way distin- 
guished from it. Gradually, how- 
ever, “u” became differentiated 
and acquired a sound of its own. 
The fact that we still call “w,” 
which is composed of two “vs,” 
“double u” dates back to the time 
when the letters were identical.
